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In  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  them,  the  School  Commit- 
tee present  the  following  report  of  the  schools  of  the  town  of  Gil- 
ford for  the  year  1868-9. 

The  most  of  the  schools  have  been  successful,  and  the  money 
well  expended.  The  school  in  District  No.  18,  in  the  higher 
department,  needs  a  male  teacher,  experienced  and  capable  of 
bringing  it  under  better  discipline.  It  seems  to  your  committee, 
that  the  accommodations  of  this  district  are  insufficient  to  meet 
its  present  demands  ;  and  we  doubt  the  policy  exercised  here  as 
being  the  best  economy.  This  very  much  needs  more  ample  ac- 
commodations.   School  District  No.  4  needs  another  department. 
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Quite  a  number  of  our  schools  have  been  injured  by  the  coarse 
parents  have  taken  in  keeping  their  children  from  school,  on  ac- 
count of  punishment  received  for  some  disobedience.  This  v. 
regard  as  poor  policy  for  the  parents,  the  scholars,  and  the 
school.  We  recommend  to  Prudential  Committees,  carefulness 
in  the  selection  of  teachers,  and  not  to  hire  because  they  can  hire 
cheap. 

District  No.  1.  Prudential  Committee,  Geo.  W.  Sanders. 
This  district  had  but  one  term,  with  a  short  vacation.  Taught 
by  Miss  Ada  E.  Muoney,  'of  Alton.  This  was  a  profitable 
school.  The  advancement  was  good  ;  the  examination  thorough. 
The  scholars  seemed  to  love  their  teacher  ;  therefore  they  Avert 
well  united.     This  schoo]  more  lhau  met  our  expectation. 

District  No.  2.  Prudential  Committee,  George  Sleeper. 
Summer  term,  taught  by  Miss  E.  D.  Sanborn.  Miss.  Sanborn's 
reputation  has  for  some  t:me  been  established  as  one  of  our  hezi 
teachers.  She  is  earnest,  faithful,  thorough,  creating  a  lively 
interest  in  her  schools  ;  consequently  very  successful.  During 
this  term  she  sustained  her  former  reputation.  Miss  Sanborn 
should  be  engaged  to  take  charge  of  some  of  our  first  schools. 
They  are  fortunate  who  secure  her  services. 

Fall  Term,  taught  by  Miss  Laura  S.  J.  Bartlett.  This  was 
Miss  Bartlett's  first  school.  She' labored  hard,  and  will  make  ** 
good  teacher.  We  regarded  this  as  a  profitable  term. 

District  No.  3.  Prudential  Committee,  Bet  duel  Glidden.  But 
one  term  ;  taught  by  Miss  S.  Jennie  Morrill.  We  were  much 
pleased  with  this  school  both  at  its  commencement  and  close. 

The  examination  was  interesting,  showing  good  results  to  re- 
ward the  efforts  of  both  teacher  and  scholars. 

District  No.  4,  Prudential  Committee,  Gardner  Cook. 
Summer  term,  taught  by  L.  J.  Merrill.  The  advanced  depart- 
ment bid  well,  and  made  good  progress. 

Primary  Department.  Taught  by  E.  M.  Carter.  This  de- 
partment is  not  difficult  to  manage,  and  was  well  taken  care  of. 

Winter  term.  Advanced  department,  taught  by  Mattie  A. 
Jackson.  This  department  was  not  so  easily  managed  as  the 
summer  term  ;  but  with  frequent  visits  of  the  committee,  and 
great  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  the  school  went,  straight 
forward;  the  progress  was  not  so  rapid  as  in  some  other 
terms,  but  the  examination  showed  thoroughness  in  all  that  had 
been  gone  over.  There  ought  to  be  a  third  department  in  this 
district. 


District  No.  10.  Prudential  Committee,  John  W.  George. 
Taught  by  Clara  M.  Lamprey.  This  was  a  medium  term  Or- 
der and  regularity  were  observed.  Studiousness  arid  general 
contentment  characterized  both  teacher  and  pupils.  Fair  pro- 
gress was  made.

District  No.  1-1.  Prudential  Commute,  Nathan  Hatch.  In 
this  district  there  was  but  one  term  :  taught  by  Miss  Mary  F. 
Tuttle,  of  Meredith  Centre.  Miss  Tuttle  is  a  teacher  of  long 
experience.  The  excellent  condition  in  which  we  found  this  lit- 
tle school  at  the  close  of  the  term,  both  as  regards  behavior  and 
discipline  of  mind,  is  a  sufficient  attestation  of  her  merit  and  ef- 
ficiency as  a  teacher.
